Should nothing of a dilatory or disturbing nature develop, the 
Alberta parliament will be prerogued on Saturday, October 18. The 
estimates will be brought down on Thursday or Friday of the present 
week, thus giving ample time for their discussion. Morning, after- 
noon and night session may be held, as the exigencies demand. There 
are sufficient members on the opposition side to carry on the com- 
mittee work so far as they are concerned. In the past every member 
of the opposition was on almost every committee, and some con- 
sideration had to be shown them for that reason. 

The amendments to the fish and game law will likely be dis- 
cussed at some length in committee of the whole. Those who favor 
the opening of the duck and chicken season on the same date have 
developed considerable strength. In accordance with precedent, 
Hon. Duncan Marshall, minister of agriculture, will embody the 
recommendations of the committee on agriculture in the amendments 
to the fish and game act, and will stand on these recommendations. 
All members have the privilege of advocating amendments-in com- 
mittee of the whole. / 

Another troublesome piece of legisiation will be the bill to per- 
mit Calgary college to confer degrees. This measure has been 
introduced during every session since the college was founded. Dr. 
Blow is especially interested in the bill, and is well fortified with facts 
to present in its favor. To have the privilege of presenting these 
facts on the floor of the house was one of the reasons that the doctor 
entered politics. Several of the older members on the government 
side are bitterly opposed to the bill, for reasons that they have fre- 
quently stated on the floor.

conference. The announcement which 
it is claimed is made on the highest 
authority, has occasioned widespread 
disappointment, even more marked in 
the overseas dominions than in the 
mother country. 

In Canada, New Zealand, Australia, 
and South Africa responsible ministers 
have openly expressed their hope that 
his majesty’s government would re- 
cognize the importance of immediate 
consultation bétween the different sec- 
tions of the empire, with a view to 
concerted action, and the Daily Tele- 
graph {in reviewing the situation adds: 
“So strong are the arguments for «a 
conference that the colonial press, ap- 
parently with full knowledge that re- 
presentations had been made to the im- 
perial government by seyeral of the 
Dominion cnbinets, had taken it for 
granted that the Jainjsters of the em- 
pire would confijenext month. 

“In several of the dominions discus- 
sions of the naval problems for weeks 
past have proceeded on the confident 
assumption that the gathering. would 
take pluce and it will therefore be 
learned by overseas with poignant re- 
gret that Premier Asquith, who has 
the first and last word on the subject 
by virtue of his powers as chairman 
of the committee of Imperial defence, 
Nas decided against the proposal. 

Gives No Explanation. 

“The prime minister has not furnish- 
cd any explanation, but it is safely 
conjectured that his reasons are not 
unassociated with the political situation 
In the United Kingdom, ‘The cabinet 
had not foreseen the resentment even 
from some liberal quarters over the 
workings of the parliament act, and ave 
surprised at the continued and omin- 
ous opposition of Ulster to the govern- 
ment of Ireland bill. As the date ap- 
proaches for the parijament act to be- 
come effective and its first fruits re- 
alized, the political temperature is ris- 
ing to fever heat. The government 13 
faced with the imminence of events of 
an extremely awkard character, and 
Premier Asquith is therefore disinclined 
to invite representatives of the domin- 
ions to discuss urgent naval problems.

RUSSIA’S PROSECUTION 
OF MINDIS BEING 
PROTESTED BY JEWS 


Jewish People of Regina Take up 
Matter of Man Who Has Been 
in Prison Two Years. 


Regina, Oct. 6—In accordance with 
a& world-wide movement to protest 
against the accusations of the Rus- 
sian government that Mindill Bailis, of 
Kiev, Russia, used human blood in 
celebrating the feast of the Passover, 
a Jewish ceremony, a mass meeting of 
local Jews was held in the new syna- 
gogue on Saturday evening. A strong 
protest was filed at the meeting and a 
committee was appointed to wait upon 
the members of the city council in an 
effort to get them to take similar ac- 
tion at their next meeting and also to 
see that the protests get publicity in 
the local papers. 

The accusation of the Russian goy- 
ernment is considered as an insult to 
the Jewish race, and meetings of pro- 
test are being held in all parts of the 
world. They claim that there is no 
blood, human or otherwise, used at 
the ceremony, and state that the 
charge {s denied by the highest digni- 
tarles in England and other countries. 
They also declare that Bailis will not

WAS AN ACTIVE 
MISSIONARY WORKER 


Ministered to Wants of Natives 
—After long Residence at 
St. Andrew's Moves to Vir- 
den in 1890, 


Virden, Man,, Oct. 6.—Mrs. Elanor 
Viiza Kennedy, widow of Capt. Willan 
Kennedy, the famous Arctic explorer, died 
here yesterday, aged 8&8, 

Mrs. Kennedy was a noted personage 
fn this province, having come to Manttoba 
(then Red River Settlement), In 1861, 
She went to Oak Point, Lake Manttoba, 
the same year, to work under the aus- 
plees of the Canadian Church Missionary 
society and found a well-established ho- 
man Catholle mission and Anglican 
clergymen in the field, After a winter 
strennousty spent in teaching and = mints- 
tering to the wants of many natives there, 
she went back and settled with her hus- 
band in the parish of St, Andrew's, Mant- 
toba, haying been deterred by the out- 
preak of the Sioux massacre in Minnesota, 
from returning to England, After the 
death of Captain Kennedy in 1890 she 
moved here, where she resided up to the 
time of her demise,

PAN, EXPERIENCES 
FARTHOUAKE SHOCK 


Buildings Severely Shaken But 
No Great Damage Done— 
Winnipeg Report, 


Panama, Oot. 6.—Another earth- 
quake shock occurred on the Isthmus 
at 5:6 o’clock on Saturday afternoon. 
It was almost equal In intensity to the 
shock of Wednesday, its duration be- 
ing from 10 to 15 seconds. Buildings 
were severely shaken, but apparently 
no damage was done beyond the fall- 
ing of plaster and the opening of slight 
fissures in the case of a few structures. 

Reports from the canal zone oflicials 
indicate that neither the locks nor any 
part of the canal suffered in any degree 
whatever, 

The recording instruments indicated 
that the shock on Saturday afternoon 
had about hulf the intensity of the one 
Wednesday night, and covered the 
same territory with the central point 
110 miles from Panama Clty. 

The instruments further showed a 
tremor also occurred at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, and that in all there was 
about 18 distinct movements, 

Winnipeg Feels Shock. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 6—Thoe earthquake 
which occurred at the Isthmus of 
Panama was recorded by the St. Boni- 
face College seismograph on Saturday, 
the time and distance shown corre- 
sponding to the report received. Rev. 
Father Blain, S.J., professor of sciences 
at the college, stated that the quakes 
at Panama were clearly recorded. Al- 
though the shocks were due south, 
they were recorded almost due west. 
This, said Father Blain, is explained 
by the fact that the shocks follow the 
Rocky Mountains.
